Flying in this manner continued 
until 2 p 0 *u Some of the aircraft were fitted with auxiliary fuel tanks. 
During the noon hours, an aircraft with radial engine and blue propeller 
hub was also seen aloft. 

9 December. Between 10 a.m. and 2 p.m.,' flying*' was practiced in a similar 
way as on the preceding day. Aircraft housed in hangars Nos 4, 5 and 6 were 
involved in flying. An aircraft with radial engine and yellow propeller 
hub was also seen aloft.

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15 December, Beginning at 9:30 a.m., 12 MiG-15s or TJ-MiG-15s parked in 
hangars Nos 4 5 5 and 6 were towed to the northern edge of the runway. These 
aircraft practiced flying in elements of iwoe until about 2 p.m. At the 
same time an aircraft with radial engine and yellow propeller hub was 

seen aloft. 

16 December. Aircraft from hangars Nos 8, 9 and 10 practiced flying as 
on the preceding day. There ms also an aircraft with radial engine 
observed flying at the same time and had a blue propeller hub. 

1? December. Between 11 a.m. and 3 swepfc-back jet fighters from 

hangars Nos 4* 6, 8, and 9 practiced flying in flight formations in the * 
previously observed manner, with two aircraft flying in front of the third. 

IB December. There was no air activity by KiG-15s or lMIiG-15s . 

Between 2 p.m. and 3 p.m., 3 Bo~2s belonging to the Jueterbog Damm airfield 
were seen aloft. 2
